No por- 
tion of Improved living standards can 
como out of the profits ol' t,he employ- 
ers unless there It profiteering. 


'And what filvos the opportunity for 


profiteering? The very conditions that 
we are confronted with today—the de- 
structive agencies of war, the disar- 
rangement of Industry and commerce, 
and tho unrest and high nervous ten- 
sion of our people, resulting in a short- 
age of supply as compared with de- 
mand, The whole world Is Interested 
n returning to the highest productive 
efficiency, having due regard to the 
lealth, safety nnd opportunities for 
rest, recreation and Improvement of 
:hose who toll. The more produptlve 
we are the sooner we shall ab'pllsh 
opportunities for profiteering.

Before the war America was heavily 


the debtor of the rest of the world 
and the interest payments she had 
to make to foreign countries on Amer- 
ican securities abroad, the expendi- 
tures of American travelers abroad 
and the oceun freight charges she had 
to puy to others about balanced the 
value of her pre-war favorable bal- 
ance of trade. .During the war Amer- 
ica's exports have been greatly stimu- 
lated, and increased prices have in- 
creased their value. 
On the other 


hand, she hus purchased a large pro- 
portion of the American securities 
previously held abroad, 
has loaned 


some §0,000,000,000 to foreign govern- 
ments uud has built her own ships. 


Our favorable balance of trade has 


thus been greatly increased and Eu- 
rope hus been deprived of the means 
of 
meeting it heretofore existing. 


Europe can have only three ways of 
meeting the 
favorable 
balance of 


trade in peace times: By Imports into 
this country of gold or of goods, or by 
establishing now credits. Europe is in 
uo position at the present time to ship 
gold to us, uor could we contemplate 
large further imports of gold into this 
country without concern. 


Must Have Outlet for Exports. 


The time has nearly passed for In- 


ternational governmental loans and it 
will take time to develop in this coun- 
try a market for foreign securities. 
Anything, 
therefore, 
which 
would 


tend to prevent foreign countries from 
settling for our exports by shipments 
of goods into this country could only 
have the effect of preventing them 
'rom paying for our exports and there- 
fore of preventing the exports from 
being made. 


The 
productivity of the country, 


jreatly stimulated by the war must 
Itul an outlet by exports to foreign 
countries and any measures taken to 
irevc-nt Imports will inevitably curtail 
exports, force curtailment of produc- 
tion, load the bunking machinery of 
he country with credits to carry un- 
sold products and produce industrial 
stagnation and unemployment. If we 
vant to sell, we must be prepared to 
my. Whatever, therefore, may have 
jeori our views during the period of 
growth of American business concern- 
ng tariff legislation, we must now ad- 
just our own economic life to a 
changed condition growing out of the 
fact that American business Is full 
grown and that America is the great- 
eft capitalist in the world. 


Isolation Policy Won't Do. 


No policy of Isolation will satisfy 


the growing needs and opportunities 
o£ America. 
The provincial stand- 


ards and policies of the past, which 
have held American business as If in 
a straightjacket, must yield and give 
way to the needs and exigencies of 
the now day in which we live, a day 
full of hope and promise for American 
business, if we will but take advan- 
tage of the opportunities that are ours 
for the asking. The recent war has 
ended our isolation and thrown upon 
us a great duty and responsibility. 


The United States must share the 


expanding world market. The United 
States desires for itself only equal op- 
portunity with the other nations of 
the world, and that through the proc- 
ess of friendly co-operation and fair 
competition the legitimate interest of 
the nations concerned may be success- 
fully and equitably adjusted. 


Recognition and Relief to iSoldiers. 
There are other matters of impor- 


tance upon which I urged action at 
the last session 
of 
congress which 


are still pressing t'or solution. I am 
sure It is not necessary for me again 
to remind you that there is one imme- 
diate and very practicable question 
resulting 
from 
tho war which 
we 


should meet in the most liberal spirit. 
[t Is a matter of recognition and re- 
lief to our soldiers. I can do no bet- 
ter than to quote from my last mes- 
sage urging this very action : 


"\V"o must see to it that our return- 


ing soldiers are assisted in every prac- 
ticable way to find 
the places for 


which they are 
fitted in the daily 


work of the country. 
This can be 


done by developing and maintaining 
upon an adequate scale the admirable 
M'ganization created by the depart- 
ment ol labor for placing men seeking 
work; and It can alyo be done in ut 
least one very great field, by creating 
new opportunities for individual en- 
terprise. The secretary of the inte- 
rior has pointed out the way by which 
returning soldiers may bo helped to 
find and take up land in the hitherto 
undeveloped regions of the country 
which the federal government, has al- 
ready prepared or can readily prepare 
for cultivation and also on many of 
the cut-over or neglected areas which 
Uo within the limits of the older 
states; and I once more take the lib- 
erty of recommending very urgently 
that his plans shall receive the Imme- 
diate and substantial support of con- 
gress." 


Protection for Dye Industry. 


In the matter of tariff legislation I 


ieg to call your attention to the state- 
nents contained In my last message 
irging legislation with reference to 
the establishment of the chemical and 
lyestutfs Industry In America: 


"Among the industries to which spe- 


cial consideration should be given Is 
that of the manufacture of dyestuffs 
ind related chemicals. 
Our complete 


lependence upon German supplies be- 
'ore the war made the interruption of 
rade a cause of exceptional economic 
llsturbnnce. 
The close relation be- 


ween the manufacture of dyestuffs. 
->n the one hand, and of explosives and 
wlsonous gases on the other, more- 
ver, has given the Industry an excep- 
ional .significance and value. Although 
he United States will gladly and un- 
lesitatlngly join in the program of in- 


has produced-bitterness and Jealousies; duce mny always be at its height and 
ternatlonal disarmament, It will, nev-[»Tder This matter In a vigorous way | not be Impaired and its power M 
ertheless, be a policy of obvious pru- 
dence to make certain of the success- 
ful maintenance of many strong and 
well-equipped chemical- plants. 
The 


German chemical lAdnstry, with which 
we will be brought into competition, 
was, and may well be again, a thor- 
oughly knit monopoly capable of exer- 
cising a competition of a peculiarly 
Insidious and dangerous kind." 


Increased Production I* Vital. 


During the -war the farmer -per- 


formed t vital aAd willing service'to 
the nation. By materially increasing 
the production of his land he supplied 
America and the allies with the In- 
creased amounts of food necessary to 
keep their Immense armies In the field. 
He indispensably helped to win the 
war. 
But there Is now scarcely less 


need of Increasing the production in 
food and the necessaries of life. I ask 
the congress to consider means of en- 
couraging effort along .these lines. The 
importance of, doing everything pos- 
sible to promote production along eco- 
nomical lines, to Improve marketing 
and to make rural life more attractive 
and healthful is obvious. I would urge 
approval of the plans already proposed 
to the congress by the secretary of ag- 
riculture, to secure the essential facts 
required for the proper study of this 
question, through the proposed en- 
larged programs for farm management 
studies and crop estimates. 


I would urge, also, the continuance 


of federal participation in the build- 
Ing of good roads, under the terms of 
existing law and under the direction 
of present agencies; the need of fur- 
ther action on the part of the states 
and the federal government to pre- 
serve and develop our forest resources, 
especially through the practice of bet- 
ter forestry methods on private hold- 
Ings and the extension of the publicly 
owned forests, better support for coun- 
try schools and the more definite di- 
rection of their courses of study along 
lines related to rural problems; and 
fuller provision for sanitation in rural 
districts and the building up of needed 
hospital and medical facilities in these 
localities. Perhaps the way might be 
cleared for many of these desirable 
reforms by a fresh comprehensive sur- 
vey made of rural conditions by a con- 
ference composed of representatives of 
the fanners 'and of the agricultural 
agencies responsible for leadership. 


Unrest and Its Causes. 


I would call your attention to the 


widespread condition of political rest- 
lessness .in our 
body politic. , Tbe 


causes of this unrest, while various 
and complicated, are superficial rather 
than deepseated. Broadly, they arise 
from or are connected with the failure 
on the part of our government to ar- 
rive speedily at a just and permanent 
peace permitting return to normal con- 
ditions, from the transfusion of rad- 
ical theories from seething European 
centers pending such 
delay, 
from 


heartless profiteering resulting In the 
Increase in the cost of living, and last- 
ly from the machinations of pessionate 
and malevolent agitators. 
With the 


return to normal conditions, this un- 
rest will rapidly disappear. 
In the 


meantime it does much evil. 


It seems to me that in dealing with 


this situation congress should not be 
impatient or drastic, but should seek 
rather to remove the causes. It should 
endeavor to bring our country back 
speedily to a peace basis with ameli- 
orated 
living conditions under 
the 


minimum of restrictions upon personal 
liberty that is consistent with our re- 
construction problems. And it should 
arm the federal government with pow- 
er to deal in its criminal courts with 
those persons who by violent methods 
would abrogate out time-tested institu- 
tions. 
AVlth the free expression of 


opinion and with the advocacy of or- 
derly political change, however funda- 
mental, there must be no interfer- 
ence, but toward passion and malev- 
olence tending to Incite crime and in- 
surrection under guise of political 
evolution there should be no leniency. 
Legislation to this end has been recom- 
mended by the attorney general and 
should be enacted. 


To Reduce Cost of Living. 


In this direct connection I would 


call your attention to my recommenda- 
tions on August 8, pointing out legisla- 
tive measures which would be effec- 
tive in controlling and bringing down 
the present cost of living, which con- 
tributes so largely to this unrest. If 
the government's campaign is to be 
effective. It is necessary that the other 
steps suggested should be acted on 
at once. 


I renew and strongly urge the neces- 


sity of the extension of the present 
food control act as to the period of 
time in which it shall remain in opera- 
tion. The attorney general has sub- 


and antagonisms, the food of radical- 
ism. The only way to> keep men from 
agitating against grievances Is to re- 
move the grievances. An unwilling- 
ness even to discuss these matters 
produces ocjy dissatisfaction and gives* 
comfort to the extreme elements In 
our country, which endeavor to stir 
up disturbances In order to provoke 
governments to embark upon a course 
of retaliation and repression. 
The 


seed' of revolution is repression. The 
remedy for these things must not be 
negative In character. 
It must be 


constructive. It must comprehend the 
general interest. The real antidote 
for the unrest which manifests itself 
'is not suppression but n deep consider- 
ation of the wrongs that beset our na- 
tional life and the application of a 
remedy. 


Capital and Labor. 


Congress already has shown Its will- 


ingness to deal as the standard In 
every field of labor. It has sought to 
find a way to prevent child labor. It 
has served the whole coun.try by lead- 
ing the • way in developing the means 
of preserving and safeguarding lives 
and health in dangerous Industries. - 


It must now help in the difficult task 


of -finding a method that will bring 
about a genuine democratization of in- 
dustry, based upon, the full recognition 
of the right: of those who work, in 
whatever rank, to participate In some 
organic way In every decision which 
directly affects their welfare. 
It is 


kept In full vigor and motion. 
Jfo 


less regard ought to be paid to the hu- 
man machine, which, after all, pro- 
pels the machinery of the world and 
is the great dynamic force that lie* 
back of all Industry and progress. 


Old Standard* Unthinkable. 


Return'to the old standards of wag* 


and industry In employment Is un- 
thinkable. 
The terrible tragedy of 


war which has just ended and which 
has brought the world to the verge of 
chaos and disaster would be in valrf 
If there should ensue a return to the 
conditions of the past Europe itself, 
whence has come the unrest which 
now holds the world at bay, Is an ex- 
ample of standpatlsm in these vital 
human matters which America might 
well accept an example, not to be 
followed, but studiously to be avoided. 
Europe made .labor the differential, 
and the price of It all Is enmity and an- 
tagonism and prostrated Industry. 


The right of labor to live in peace 


and comfort must be recognized by 
governments, and America should be 
the first to lay the foundation stones 
upon which industrial peace shall be 
built. 


Labor not only is entitled to an 


adequate wage, but capital should re- 
ceive a reasonable return upon its in- 
vestment and is entitled to protection 
at the hands of the government in 
every 
emergency. 
No 
government 


worthy of the name can "play" these 
elements against each other, for there

with thia purpose in mind that I called js a mutuality of interest between 
a conference to meet in Washington 
on December 1 to consider these prob- 
lems in all their broad aspects, with 
the idea of bringing about a better un- 
derstanding between these two in- 
terests. 
The great unrest throughout the 


world, out of which has emerged a 
demand for an immediate considera- 
tion of the difficulties between capital 
and labor, bids us put our own house 
in order. Frankly, there can be no per- 
manent and lasting settlements be- 
tween capital and labor which do not 
recognize the fundamental concepts 
for which labor has been struggling 
through the years. The whole world 
gave Its recognition and Indorsement 
to these fundamental purposes in the 
League of Nations. 


The statesmen gathered at Ver- 


sailles recognized the fact that world 
stability could not be had by revert- 
ing to industrial standards and condi- 
tions against which the average work- 
man of the world had revolted. It is, 
therefore, the task of the statesmen 
of this new day of change and read- 
justment to recognize world conditions 
and to seek to bring about through leg- 
islation conditions that will mean the 
ending of age-long antagonisms be- 
tween capital and labor and that will 
hopefully lead to the building up of a 
comradeship which will result not only 
in greater contentment among the 
mass of workmen but also bring about 
a greater production and a greater- 
prosperity to business itself. 


Justice in Labors Demands. 


To analyze the particulars iu the de- 


mands of labor is to admit the justice 
of their complaint in many matters 
that lie at their basis. 
; 


The workman demands an adequate 


wage, sufficient to permit him to live 
in comfort, unhampered by the fear 
of poverty and want in his old age. He 
demands the right to live and the right 
to work amidst sanitary surroundings, 
both In home and in workshop, sur- 
roundings that develop and do not re- 
tard his own health and well-being, 
and the right to provide for his chtl- 
drens wants in the matter of health 
an.d education. In other words. It is 
his desire to make the conditions of 
his life and the lives of those dear to 
him tolerable and easy to bear. 


The establishment of the principles 


regarding labor laid down in the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations offers 
us the way to industrial peace and 
conciliation. No other road lies open 
to us. IS'ot to pursue this one is longer 
to invite enmities, bitterness and an- 
tagonisms, which, in the end, only lead 
to industrial and social disaster. 


The unwilling workman is not a 


profitable servant An employee whose 
industrial life is hedged about by hard 
and unjust conditions, which he did 
not create and over which he has no 
control, lacks that fine spirit of en- 
thusiasm and volunteer effort which 
are necessary ingredients of a great 
producing entity. 


Let us be frank about this solemn 


matter. The evidences of world-wide 
unrest which manifest aheroselves In 
violence throughout the world bid us 
pause and consider the means to be 


them which the government must seek 
to express and to safeguard at all 
cost. 


The right of individuals to strike Is 


inviolate and ought not to be inter- 
fered with by any process of govern 
ment, but there is a predominant right, 
and that is the right of the government 
to protect all of its people and to as- 
sert its power and majesty against the 
challenge of any class. 


Defends Right* of People. 


The government, when it assert* 


that right, seeks not to antagonize 
a class, but simply to defend the right 
of the whole people as against the 
irreparable 
harm and 
injury 
that 


might be done by the attempt of any 
class to usurp a power that only gov- 
ernment Itself has a right to exercise 
as a protection to all. 


In the matter of international dis- 


putes which have led to war, stateS- 
men have sought to set up as a rem- 
edy arbitration 
for war. Does this 


not point the way for the settlement 
of industrial disputes by the establish- 
ment of a tribunal, fair and just alike 
to all, which will settle industrial dis- 
putes which in the past have led to 
war and disaster? 


America, witnessing the evil conse- 


quences which have followed out of 
such disputes between the contending 
forces, must not admit itself impotent 
to deal with these matters by means 
of peaceful processes. 
Surely there 


must be some method of bringing to- 
gether in a council of peace and amity 
these two great interests, out of which 
will come a happier day of peace and 
co-operation, a day that will make for 
more comfort and happiness in living 
and more tolerable conditions among 
all classes of men. Certainly human 
intelligence can devise s-ome accept- 
able tribunal for adjusting the differ- 
ences between capital and labor. 


Hour of Test and Trial. 


This is the hour of test and tria 


for America. 
By her prowess and 


strength and the indomitable courage 
of her soldiers she demonstrated her 
power to vindicate on foreign battle- 
fields her conception of liberty and 
justice. 
Let not her influence as a mediator 


between capital and labor be weak- 
ened and her own failure to settle 
matters of purely domestic concern 
be proclaimed to the world. There 
are those in this country who threaten 
direct action to force their will upon 
a majority. 
Russia today, with its blood and 


terror, is a painful object lesson of 
the power of minorities. It makes lit- 
tle difference what minority it is; 
whether capital or labor, or any other 
class; no sort of privilege will ever 
be permitted to dominate this coun-

life? 


There can be no recession of the 


tide of nnrest until constructive In- 
strumentalities are set up to stem that 
tide. 


Governments must 
recognize 
the 


right of men collectively to bargain 
for humane objects that have at their 
base the mutual protection and wel- 
fare of those engaged in all indus- 
tries. 


Labor must not be longer treated as 


a commodity. 


It must be regarded as the activity 


of human beings, possessed of deep 
yearnings and desires. The business 
man gives his best thought to the re- 
pair and replenishment of his ma- 
chinery, so that its usefulness will 


try. 


We 
that is worth while. 


We are a democracy, where the ma- 


jority are the masters, or all the hopes 
and purposes of the men who founded 
this government have been defeated 
and forgotten. 


In America there is but one way by 


which great reforms can be accom- 
plished and the relief sought by class- 
es obtained, and that is through the 
orderly processes of 
representative 


government. 
Those who would pro- 


pose any other method of reform are 
enemies of 
this country. America

FUEL LID IS CLAMPED DOWN 


Order Means Big Shutdown of Indus- 
tries Throughout the Country—Re- 
tailers Cautioned on Distribution 


—Only Essentials to Be Served. 


Washington, Dec. 2.—Wartime re- 


strictions on the consumption of coal 
were ordered Into effect for the peri- 
od of the present strike emergency. 


Fuel Administrator Garfield, acting 


In conjunction with the railroad ad- 
ministration, announced that only the 
Industries Included In the first five 
classes.of the priority list established 
during the war would be furnished 
coal, and the public utilities would 
be asked to discontinue furnishing 
power, heat and light to nonessentlal 
Industries. 


The industries to which coal will 


be furnished will be railroads, coast- 
wise and Inland shipping, army and 
navy and other government 
depart- 


ments, state and county departments 
and institutions, public utilities, In- 
cluding, newspapers, and retail dealers 
supplying household consumers. 


State and local authorities. Dr. Gar- 


field said, will be asked to co-operate, 
though the rationing of coal will be 
done through the regional coal com- 
mittees set up by the railroad admin- 
istration.

conceded that the application of th,e 
order would mean an industrial shut- 
down of considerable magnitude, but 
declined to make a definite estimate.

and no coal should be distributed for 
such purpose. 


"Pursuant to this policy I have re- 


quested the railroad administration In 
the distribution of coal now or here- 
after In its possession to limit distrl 
bution to these essential and urgent 
uses. As far as practicable until the 
conditions warrant a change, the dls 
tribution of coal will be limited to 
the first five classes of the priority 
list. 


"Itetall dealers who distribute coal 


for household requirements, 
heating 


hotels, buildings, hospitals, etc., should 
take every precaution to see that coa 
is only delivered where it is absolute- 
ly required, find then only in such 
limited quantities that the supply may 
be distributed widely and prevent suf- 
fering. 


"The state and other local authori- 


ties can materially aid ID inspecting 
and supervising such distribution by 
retail dealers, and the United States 
government will be glad to leave the 
supervision and control of such distri- 
bution by retail dealers entirely to any 
state, county or municipality which 
may make provision therefor.

Mr. Frick was a self-made man 


rising from a poor boy to be con 
troller of millions. 
He and Andrew 


Carnegie were two of the most out 
standing figures In the development o 
the American steel industry. 


Mr. Frick was born at Overton, Pa. 


on December 19, 1849, and began busi 
ness as a clerk for his grandfather, ! 
flour merchant and distiller. His edu 
cation was meager but he worked a 
night to educate himself. Accnmulat 
ing a few hundred dollars young Frick 
embarked in the coke business in f 
small way. 
On December 15, 1881, he 


was married to Miss Adelaide How 
ard, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Asa P 
Childs of Pittsburgh. 


The H. C. Frick Coal and Coke com 


pany was -formed, which is now the 
biggest coke producing concern in the 
world. 
Mr. Frick came into promi 


nent notice during the famous Home- 
stead strike. By that time he bad be 
come a partner in the Carnegie Stee 
company at Pittsburgh. 


Mr. Carnegie was In Europe nt the 


time and the task of directing the con 
test against the strikers fell upon Mr 
Frick. 


In 1892, while seated in his office In 


Pittsburgh, Mr. Frick was shot by 
Alexander 
Berkman, the anarchist, 


who is now being deported by the 
United States government. 


Mr. Frick was one of the founders 


of the United States Steel corporation 
in which he was a director at the time 
of his death.

ARE OUR WATER. RATES TOO HIGH? 


Men who have looked into the matter assert that our 


wator ratOB horo In tho city aro out of all reason and 
much more than they are tin other cities of this size 
thruout tho stao. 
It is oven stated that one concern 


that thought of locating here was kept from doing so 
bocaiiao our rates for water were so hlgh~that' they 
were prohibitive. 
Another concern that is already lo- 


cated hero1 would like to enlarge their establishment 
and make this city their permanent home and their 
central station, but hrd loth to take the step for 


tho reason that they hare already1 discovered that our 
water rates are excessive, and would not 'want to invest 
very much money* in 'this city unless there was some 
chance of a change In the rate*. 


We have heard this same complaint before, but sup- 


posed at the time that it came from a chronic kicker 
who was looking for something to kick about, and the, 
only thing he could discover that was not just to his 
liking was the rate that was being charged for water. 
Of course' this water we have in Grand Rapids 4s'an 
especially good brand, both for use as a beverage, and 
also to wash with, but it does not cost any more to- 
pump it than it does the poorer kinds such as Is used^ln 
other cities, and in view of this, fact the "cost should not 
bo any greater to the'community. Our water, the same 
as our electricity, is furnished by, the city, and the 
consumer Is supposed to get it as near cost as is con- 
sistent with good business methods, and if the con- 
sumer Is paying more for the water than^they are doing 
in other cities, there must be something the matter with 
our business methods, and they should be looked Into 
at once. 


We have been doing quite a bit of blowing about our 


cheap electric power, of which we have little or no 
surplus, it appears, and we Jnavefalso done some brag- 
ging about our excellent water, wjiloh at times' we have 
had very little of, and now they are telling us that 
what we-'have got we are selling' at such a high price 
that it cannot be used for commercial purposes. Let's 
look into the matter, and if there IB any reason for the 
kick that is being made, why not rectify the trouble at 
once. 


A few years ago the city was not paying -anything for 


hydrant rental, but this matter was taken care of, but it 
may still be too low to be equitable for all concerned, 
and if this is the trouble, why not put It where it should 
be. It wfll probably be Impossible to satisfy everybody, 
but let us come as near to doing BO as is possible under 
the existing conditions.

B just twice what similar stock can, 
the County Highway Committee and 
the Highway Commissioner closed 
the contract for 45,000 cubic yards 
of paving stone with the Universal 
quarries of Chicago, 
The stone will 


be delivered at different points in 
the county in time for next year's 
paving contracts between this city 
and Marshfleld.1 
Complete with the 


freight and hauling which will bo 
necessary to bring it to the scene~ot 
operations the total cost of this one 
contract will run more than $100,000 
it is estimated. 


The step taken at this time will as- 


sure the completion of the work next 
year as far as the materials are con- 
cerned, the county committto state. 
While the county may not do its own 
work, tho contractors will be sold the 
stone' at the figure that it cost the 
county to put It on the road. 
The 


committee 'is determined to complete 
the entire twenty-seven mile stretch 
Grand Rapids and Mar slide IJ next 
year if it is possible to fto BO. Many 
of the larger contracts in the state 
were, held up last year by the con- 
tractors being unable to get materi- 
als. With the materials cm the scene 
of operations there will be one lens 
excuse next year for failure to get 
the work in. A contract for 90,000 
barrels of cement will be let Mon- 
day at the court house which will 
assure the county of the other brand 
of material which is In heavy demand 
'toy road",builders over tho enttlrg 
country, This will also be placed on 
the roads where it will be used and 
should the work be contracted the 
contractor will be sold the material 
at the actual cost of buying and haul- 
ing, 


The stone bought at this time IB 


sold to the county at a figure of 71.50 
per cubic yard at the pit, which IB 
about $2,15 delivered' in this city, 
The Universal quarries have crushed 
rock available at Waupaca and Mon- 
tello as well 
at 
Lohrvllle, and 


when practical the rock will be ship- 
ped from those quarries should it bo 
possible to effect a' saving in the 
freight rate. Some of the stone will 
go to Auburndale and towns along 
the Soo line where it is thought It 
will mean a saving to ship over tho 
Soo line from Waupaca, In addition 
to being one of the largest contracts, 
ever lofby Wood county, the contract 
for the stone Is the largest of the 
kind over let in vthe state. The con- 
tract for the stone was signed by 
County Highway Commissioner Louis 
Amundsen. 


In addition to tho large order for 


cement which the county will place 
for next year there will be fifteen or 
sixteen patrol graders purchased, a 
crushed rock unloador and a large 
gas or oil tractor. 
Tho rook con- 


tract covers only a portion of the 
stone that will be actually needed, 
the balance to be crushed by the 
county's two stone crushers.

County Board the method used by 
the assessors in gaining the true and 
correct values of the county lands, 
Andrew P. Een, in his annual report 
as Assessor of Incomes, stated that 
practically all tho land 
in Wood 


county had doubled In value during 
the past twelve or flftoou-^ears. Un- 
til about six years ago, he said, tho 
records show that there was little 
change In the assessments for a num- 
ber of years, which resulted In many 
assessment districts b-elng assessed 
considerably lower than they should 
have been in regard to their true 
value. 


"About eighteen years ago,", Mr. 


Een said in his report to the Board, 
"the legislature enacted a law requir- 
ing the Tax Commission to collect 
from time to time statistics of rec- 
orded sales of real estate In each 
county, the assessed valuation of tho 
land included, 
The statute requires 


that sales which '(or any reasons ap- 
pear to be unreliable or not service- 
able' to be rejected, All forced Hales, 
sale* between relatives and those 
which Include paraonal property or 
appear to be above or below the nor- 
mal market are rejected, 
The com- 


mission aims to use as a basis tor 
computation only those 
sales 
In 


which the consideration represents 
tho ordinary selling value of the pro- 
perty Involved, 
The consideration 


paid when tho property is sold 
is 


then compared with the assessment 
to obtain the ratio of the assessment 
of the property to Us selling value, 
and the ratio so obtained than ap- 
plied to the total assessed valuation 
of tho real estate of the district, 


"To obviate errors resulting from 


an usual condition of the market In 
ang given year and to secure a larger 
number of Bales, as well a» a greater 
variety of assessments, a 
five year 


average is used and the aggregate of 
all these sales 
selected, compared 


with the aggregate assessment ordi- 
narily yields a safo average. 


"An examination of the sales rec- 


ords shows that lands have practical- 
ly doubled In value In Wood county 
during the last 
twelve or fifteen 


years and an examination of the rec- 
ords of assessments in 
the county 


shows that up to about six years ago 
the assessment of real estate In many 
of the towns of tho county had 
re 


malned almost stationary for a num- 
ber of years. 
Owing to the'so con- 


ditions the assessed value of a largo 
proportion of the assessment districts 
of the county had fallen very low as 
compared'with true value, In order 
therefore to comply with tho law 
which requires all taxable property 
to be assessed at full value and In the 
Interest of a better and more equit- 
able assessment 
between 
different 


tax payers in each district an effort 
has boeuiuado during the last six or 
seven years to bring assessments to 
full value throughout the county, 
and as a result a number of tho as- 
sessment dlstilcts have doubled and 
some more than doubled their assess- 
ments during these years and all dis- 
tricts have made progress toward full 
value, 
This is shown by tho fact 


that In 1912 the total assessed value 
of all taxable 
property 
in Wood 


county was $18,692,947 
while 
In 


1919 it was |39,396,864, 
Yet with 


all this progress a majority of the as- 
sessment districts of Wood county 
wo-o assessed this year below tho 
average of tho stale assessment of 
last year, that average having boon 
about 86.50 per cent, of true value. 
It Is therefore necessary and Impor- 
tant that we continue to raise our 
assessments, especially as values are 
rising also. The town of HIlos has 
the unenviable distinction of being 
the lowest assessed district in Wood 
County this year, while the town of 
Remington is the next lowest," 


Mr. Eon's report stated that there 


was a mistaken Idea general thru- 
out the county that raising the as- 
sessment of a town, village or city, 
cause a rise In the taxes of that com- 
munity, Ho emphasized the fact that 
the assessing officers had no voice In 
tlio amount of taxes that would 
be 


raised, 
The solo object of tho as- 


sessment, he stated, Is to measure 
the proportion of tho tax burden that 
each property owner shall bear.

Muskrat hides used in making the 


so-called "Hudson seal" are becom- 
ing so scarce that the market for rab- 
bit fur has been stimulated in~ a 
marked degree. 
F. L. Washburn of 


the division of entomology of 
the 


Minnesota college of agriculture says 
that at a recent fur auction In the 
city of New York the hides of domes- 
tic rabbits, such as Belgian hares and 
Flemish giants, sold at a price In- 
crease of 80 per 
cent. 
Skins of 


these rabbits are clipped and .dyed 
and made into "electric seal" or 
"sealine." Even wild rabbit tklns, 
which are used by hatters, have to- 
creased in value 40- per cent. "De- 
spite these prices," says Mr. Wash- 
burn, "I would not advise any inex- 
perienced person to go into the rab- 
bit business on a large scale, except- 
ing fabulous financial returns.

would be much safer for the beginner 
to start with a few rabbits, content 
to use them for home consumption: to 
reduce the high cost of living."

SAYS COUNTY UNOSj 


DOUBLEDJN VALUE 


Explaining, to the members of the 


County Board the method used by 
the assessors in gaining the true and 
correct values of the county lands, 
Andrew P. Een, in his annual report 
as Assessor of Incomes, stated that 
practically all the 
land in Wood 


county had doubled in value during 
the past twelve or nfteen,years. Un- 
til about six years ago, he said, the 
records show that there was little 
change in tbe assessments for a num- 
ber of years, which resulted In many 
assessment districts being assessed 
considerably lower than they should 
have been in regard to their 
true 


value. 


"About eighteen years ago,". Mr. 


Een said in his report to the Board, 
"the legislature enacted a law requir- 
ing the Tax Commission to collect 
from, time to time statistics of rec- 
orded sales of real estate in each 
county, the assessed valuation of the 
land included. The statute requires 
that sales which 'for any reasons ap- 
pear to be unreliable or not service- 
able' to be rejected. All forced aalea, 
sales between relatives 
and 
those 


which Include personal property or 
appear to be above or below the nor- 
mal market are rejected. 
The com- 


mission aims to use as a basis for 
computation only those 
sales 
in 


which the consideration represents 
the ordinary selling value of the pro- 
perty involved. 'Tbe 
consideration 


paid when the property is sold 
Is 


then compared with tbe assessment 
to obtain the ratio of tbe assessment 
of the property to Its selling value, 
and the ratio so obtained then ap- 
plied to the total assessed valuation 
of the real estate of tbe district, 


"To obviate errors resulting from 


an usual condition of the market in 
ang given year and to secure a larger 
number of sales, as well «i» a greater 
variety of assessments, a five year 
average is used and tbe aggregate of

There are competent young physi- 


cians half starving in cities because 
they aren't willing to starve entirely 
in the country.

Ing doctors and these doctors need- 
ing work get together? Simply be- 
cause, as yet, there are no agents to 
sell the doctors as there are to sell 
farm machinery.

blueberry plant for 10 years.

found that blueberries.-cannot live in 
a well-balanceed fertile soil, and that 
they are actually killed by the appli- 
cation of' fertilizer which would be. 
the best possible food for ordinary 
plants. 
In sections of the light soil 


regions where large 
quantities 
of 


lime are necessary to-put the soil in 
condition for general farming, it is 
thought that this 
peculiar 
charac- 


teristic of the blaeberry plants may 
make them 
a profitable 
cultivated 


crop. 
Further work on 
the 
blueberry 


plant includes breeding- plants which 
bear fruit unusually large or of es- 
pecially fine flavor.

997,05'! square statute miles wore entirely unsur- 
veyod nnd unmapped, while in 1010 this had been 
reduced to 8,350,794 square statute miles out of 
00,000,000 square mllcjs, the totnl area of the land 
surface of tho earth, I together with tho unknown 
parts of tho Arctic and Antarctic regions, which 
may bo either land or water.

quicker means of Investigation of toduy n decade 
or two should see tho ptopor survey nnd mapping 
of. all pails of tho caith's surface that nre likely 
to bo of any use to a man ns settlements, or capa- 
ble of. his development. 


Aerial science scums to bf keeping pace with 


tlio demands which will bo made upon It, Ono of 
these Is the resistance of tho engines lo frost 
while Inactive; otherwise there Is the risk of 
fro'/.cn engines nnd permanent stoppage upon 
landing. 'J-lllls difficulty has no doubt boon pre- 
sented between Vancouver nnd the Yukon, where 
there have boon experiments with nn aerial post, 
but (lying In this region Is comparatively simple 
to tho long distances to bo covered In arctic ex- 
ploiutlon. 
Already an aerlul expedition to the 


frozen wastes of the polar regions is being ar- 
ranged, and the airship will, no doubt, be on lines 
that will command a big radius of action and per- 
mit largo petrol storage. 


The tropics created another set of difficulties. 


The airplane fabric and glue fixtures were found 
to bo of a perishable nature In the climate, and 
new substances of greater resistance to the In- 
tense heat were Introduced, But today nn nlr- 
plann, adaptable for any hemisphere, Is within 
the range of science, and soon the flying explorer 
should bo on most routes lending ^to tho unknown 
boyonrl tho regions of clvHlmllon. Ills story will 
bo nn Imperishable nnd thrilling clmpler of the 
history of nature In her wildest haunts. 


Aerial Exploration Costly. 


But aoilnl exploiutlon Is not to bo lightly un- 


dcrtnkon. There Is the cost of airplanes, hangars, 
landing places and maintenance of personnel, Ex- 
ploration In n stationary thing nl times, and bases 
must ho elected. It Is ono thing to (ly over an 
untrodden region and quite another to explore it. 
Science demands much knowledge from tho modern 
explorer. 
Possibly a nation, or nations, could 


only furnish the nccessnry means to provide the 
material for the noilul highway nnd stations which 
nre Indispensable to satisfactory exploration In 
remote quarteis of the earth. Hundreds of miles 
of Ainbla which no westerner hns scon have been 
flown over by European olllcors (luring tho war. 
Members of these military expeditions have dis- 
covered most Interesting ruins of half-buried 
cities. But thla work was done from properly 
equipped depots. Military bases ami aerial post 
tit aliens mny prove the Jmnplng-off, points for fur- 
ther expeditions under state nogls. Desert flying 
would lend to the linking up of the old caravan 
routes by tracking successive oases; nnd then, 
from the beaten paths, tho wastes adjoining would 
bo searched for historic ruins. ' 


The fact remains that the ncrlnl pioneer will be 


the first In many virgin fields of science and his- 
tory, and will In his quests find th* wine of ad- 
venture In bumper draughts. 


This Strand Magazine writer is right. Those un- 


explored regions of the earth me full of fascina- 
tion for tho explorer. For example, Inke the head- 
waters of the Amazon and Orinoco—a region of 
mystery that has baffled every explorer from the 
conqulslntlores down to Theodore Roosevelt. The 
airman, armed with wireless, qujnine pills and fly 
screen, ought to succeed 
In this centuries-old 


quest. Other explorers have died of fever because 
they had no quinine or succumbed to the rapids of 
the rivers, or got lost because they had no wireless, 
or hnd been Infected and died from tho bites of In- 
sects. 
' 


Undoubtedly there Is much of importance to the 


world to be gained by thorough exploration of thin 
region. And by way of mystery there Is the legend 
of the White Indians, the Gunharlva of the upper 
basins. The Spanish explorers of 1750 mentioned 
them; nn Englishman In 1858 nnd a Frenchman In 
1880 reported them; and others have been told 
about thorn by traders and Indians. 


The Brazilian, Venezuelan anil Colombian gov- 


ernments hnvo done lltlle In exploring this vast 
region which Is full of unknown riches.

Automobile Thieves Should Hang Around Home Now 


WASHINGTON,—Tho national motorvehlclo law passed by both houses of 


congress, which President Wilson allowed to become- operative without 


his signature, Is now la etroct. Tho new law, which' should aid In stamp- 
Ing out the stolen car menace, follows: 


"Ho It enacted by tho senate and 


house of representatives of the United 
States of America In congress nssi'in- 
blod, that this act may be cited as tho 
national molorvehlclc-theft act, 


"Section a—That when, used li\ 


Uils act: 


"(a) Tho term 'motorvohlclo' shall 


Include an 
automobile, automobile 


truck, automobile wagon, motorcycle 
or any other self-propelled vehicle not 
designed for running on mils, (b) Tho 
term 'Interstate or foreign contmercu' as used In this net, Khali Include trans- 
portation from ono slate, territory or the District of Columbia to another 
state, territory or the District of Columbia, or to a foreign country, or from 
a foreign country to any state, territory or tho District of Columbia. 


"Section 8—That whoever shall transport or cause to bo transported in 


Interstate or foreign commerce a motorvehlcle, knowing tho same to have 
been stolon, shall bo punished by a fine of not moro than $5,000 or by im- 
prisonment of not moro than five years, or both, 


"Section 4—That whoever shall, with the Intent lo deprive the owner of 


the possession thereof, receive, conceal, store, barter, soil or dispose of any 
motorvehlcle, moving as, or which Is a part of, or which constitutes Interstate 
or foreign commerce, knowing (he same to have been stolen, shall be pun- 
ished by a fino of not mor« than $5,000 or by Imprisonment of not more than 
five years, or both. 


"Section 0—That any person violating this act may bo punished In any 


district In or through which such motorvohlclo has been transported or, re- 
moved by such offender." 


It was shown during debute on the measure that automobiles stolen In the 


United States In 1018 had an aggregate value of $27,000,000, and that automo- 
bile thieves cleared at least $5,000,000 on these thefts.

Deaths resulting from 
street cur accidents numbered 2,277, corresponding to a rule of 8 per 100,000.

terially greater than Unit for any preceding year covered by the bureau's 
mortality records. This last Item Is attributed by tho American Machinist to

EW postage stnmp Issues since December, 1018, nre now approaching 
2,000 In number. 
Of these nearly 1,500 aro accounted for by tlie first 


stamps of the new European stntos whoso autonomy was guaranteed by tho 
Paris conference. Polnnd, once repre- 
sented In the stamp album by a slnglo 
label, hns produced since the armistice 
more than -100 nepiiruto and distinct 
posliifje stumps, while the Ukraine 
ranks second with approximately 375 
varieties of either a provisional or per- 
manent description. Ju«o-Slnvla nnd 
O.echo-Slovukla account for something 
like 150 specimens each arid the de- 
batable territory of Flume for 75. 


Tho average for the remaining 


states Is between !JO and 50 stumps, 
while tho shortest scries thus far recorded is that of tho Trnnscnucnslan 
republic of Georgia, comprising up to the present four vnlues only. The high- 
est stamp Issuing "record" hltherlo achieved was In the year 1014, when 1,286 
new postage stumps were produced throughout the world, mainly due to the 
change In the wnlermark of tho British colonial Issues.

One Important step toward finality In the philatelic ''ffalrs of new Europe 


Is the Issue- of unified postage stamps for tho klnsdots of the Serbs, Croats 
and Slovenes, Instead of tho separate Issues for Croatia, Sinvonla, Bosnia and 
Serbia. They bear the likeness of the veteran King Peter I as overlord of 
Greater Serbia and are Inscribed In both Latin and Cyrillic characters.

With such a generous response to its 
appeal for members and money the or- 
ganization will now be able to go for- 
ward with the small town and rurnl 
work it has planned.

Here are some of the things that civil- 
ian relief directors within divisions 
may undertake, the national organiza- 
tion says: 


1. Get a few lectures in every train- 


ing institute to show the principle and 
methods of the development of the 
small town. 


2. Create a small-town laboratory 


near every training institute center, 
where prospective Red Cross workers 
can get experience in doing work in a 
small community. 


3. 
Give assistance and advice to 


field workers and others who have not 
had the opportunity to know the small 
town and solve its problems. 


4. Help develop chapter courses so 


they will result in community action. 


5. Conduct community studies whirh 


may be made the basis of peace-time 
program work. 


6. Help the Red Cross chapter to 


get together with other agencies In the 
county for an exchange of plans and 
projects and a thorough-going survey 
of the county which will show prob- 
lems that need to be gotten at. 


7. Help the division office to get to- 


gether with the organizations, boards 
and institutions of the various states 
in the division. Interested in the smnll- 
er communities, for an exchange of 
plans and projects and a considera- 
tion of ways and means of co-opera- 
tive work.

For the most part the American 


dead are being assembled In cemete- 
ries that are to be In fact American 
cemeteries. Through nn arrangement 
with the French 
government 
these 


cemeteries have been established, and 
will be under the control of the Unit- 
ed States government. Uniform plans 
for them have been adopted. Each one 
is to be surrounded by a white fence, 
the paths are to be gravelled, and, as 
already noted, there is to be a cross 
at the head of each grave, which is 
to be the temporary marker. It is the 
intention of the government later to 
provide a stone for each grave. 


The commission of fine arts recently 


sent its president, Charles Moore, to 
France to 
inspect 
the work of tho 


graves commission, and Mr. Moore re- 
ported that everything is progressing 
In a most satisfactory way. He says 
the locations of the cemeteries are 
excellent and that the care given to 
the graves is increasingly good and 
that the plans which are being devel- 
oped are such us will make these ceme- 
tofies sacred places to which relatives 
and friends may go with the certainty 
of finding that the graves are respect- 
ed and honored, even beyond those in 
any 
military 
cemetery in our own 


country.

SCHOOL IMPROVED 


BUT OVERCROWDED 


Stating 
that 
tho 
Lincoln high 


school had showed an Improvement 
both In administration and general 
discipline, but that it was overcrowd- 
ed and that the matter of a junior 
high should be seriously considered 
here, State Supt. of Schools C. P. 
Cary has returned his report of the 
local highschool to Supt. 13. G. Doud- 
na. 
The -inspection here was com- 


pleted a couple ot weeks ago by In- 
spectors Goddard and Teuton of the 
Stftte School department. The report, 
in part says: 


"I am glad to see that there are 


many favorable points In the report. 
Administrative problems were con- 
sidered well in hand and the manage- 
ment and general discipline of the 
school 
were 
somewhat Improved 


since the last visit of the supervisor 
from this department. Tho building 
was In good condition but as you are 
well aware it is considerably over- 
crowded and Is rather inconvenient 
far your present needs." 


While the report, was generally 


good the inspectors in some instan- 
ces noticed a lack of interest on the 
part of the pupils, however, sugges- 
tions were made to overcome that. 


"It Is suggested that a daily as- 


sembly with discussions and presen- 
tations of topics oC general inter- 


• est and of a high moral tone might 


help in establishing a better spirit 
thruout the school,' 'tho report from 
tho State Superintendent said. 


"The supervisors felt that a sys- 


tematic plan of teachers meetings 
for tho consideration of classroom in- 
struction would be an effective means 
of Improvement both of the class- 
jroom instruction sjnd, the 
general 


spirit of the school. In these teach- 
ers meetings) the principal ought to 
be a helpful leader in getting a spir- 
it of effective cooperation and also in 
directing teachers thought and dis- 
cussion along the most helpful lines. 


Some of thto classroom sections 


found in operation were regarded as 
entirely too large for the most ef- 
fective .work. 
It is recommended 


that an effort be made to cut down 
those sections so that the maximum 
shall not bo over twenty-five pupils. 


"The report recommends that your 


management make a further special 
atudy of the junior high school plan 
of organization as a possibility for 
your 
school. 
The s u p e r v i s o r s 


thought that the eighth grade as it Is 
now managed is somewhat of a diffi- 
cult problem In the school. It is be- 
lieved that the perfecting of the jun- 
ior high school plan would be the di- 
Vectlon of real progress in the mat- 
ter. 
I understand that this problem 


is already in your mind. 


"A. iinal suggestion of the report 


is that your board should, before tho 
opening of another year, consider n 
now salary schedule with some pro- 
vision for encouraging attendance of 
teachers at summer school or other 
agency for professional growth. 


"I congratulate you upon the im-1 


provement which the report indicates' 
has taken place in your school since 
tho last visit of tho supervisors. 
I 


trust that systematic effort may re- 
sult in further improvement along 
the lines suggested." 


COUNTY GETS READY 


FOR SEASONS PAVING 


The cold weather mark for the 


scaason 
was 
broken 
Wednesday 


morning when the govenrment ther- 
mometer went down to 24 degrees 
below zuro. 


Getting ready • to buy their rock 


for the coming year, planning the 
matter of crushing their own stone 
if the plan is feasible, and investigat- 
ing the proposition of buying a con- 
crete mixer for the county, the Coun- 
ty Highway Committee has beeij busy 
this week. The work is preliminary 
to the big paving season that comes 
next year when the county plans on 
putting thru twenty-seven miles of 
concrete paving between this city and 
Marshfield or that portion of it that 
the money available will handle. 


"We are going to put in every bit 


of the twenty-seven miles next year 
if the money will hold out," Harry 
Thomas, chairman of the Committee 
stated on Wednesday when he was 
asked what portion of the paving he 
expected to get in aext year. 
"We 


are going to start early and push 
the work thru." 


The general prediction thruout the 


state is that there will probably be 
not more than fifty percent of the 
work laid out completed in 1920. The 
Committee are taking this matter 
.nto consideration, and wtih the ben 
eflt of their past experience and the 
lacts before them, they plan to put 
n every foot of the work before the 
:rost comes next fall. 


While the Committee has not deci 


ded as yet whether' they will con 
tract the work or whether they will 
do it themselves, they state that they 
are going to get the stone this winter 
If possible and will be ready for ac 
ion in the spring if the contractors 
bids do not suit them. 
The stone 


crushers were ordered overhauled on 
Wednesday by Highway Commission- 
er Amundson, who is getting them 
ready to start next season's work. 
There will be considerable local stone 
crushed this winter, the Committee 
states, if it is possible to get suit- 
able stone. 
The haul is one of the 


expensive features of crushing 
the 


stone themselves. 


Samples of several stones taken 


from quarries in this vicinity will be 
sent to Madison for tests within the 
near future Mr. Thomas stated Wed- 
nesday, and the State Highway Com- 
mission will determine whether or 
not this stone is suitable for con- 
crete paving work. Quarries around 
Grand Rapids are principally sand- 
stone, and up to the present time 
there has been no sandstone permit- 
ted to go into concrete paving. Some 
of the stone however, is exceptional- 
ly hard and the samples will be for- 
warded to the state commission to 
inspect in order to determine if they 
can be profitably used.

bought 
and 
crushed 
this 
winter 


should they be of suitable quality for 
concrete paving work. 


The matter of buying a concrete 


mixer for the county next year is 
being taken into consideration by the 
Committee at their meetings and it 
is probable that the mixer will be 
bought Mr. Thomas and Mr. Brown, 
both members of the Committee said 
Wednesday that they consid'ered the 
plan practical as there w^is always 
plenty of use for the machine, and 
should the bids be too high the coun- 
ty would be equipped to go right 
ahead with the work. 
The members 


of the committee talk very favorably 
on the four bag mixer, which is one- 
third larger than the machine the 
city bought last year. 


The fact trial' Wood: County, 


the only county in^he. state ;repre- 
sented at Madison last week to start 
their work In' May 'during 1919,'was 
revealed when the State -Highway 
men called upon the contractors ask- 
ing them when they .started their 
work. Fred Bossert of this city was 
the on\y main remaining standing 
when it was asked who poured con- 
crete on highways in May.
